WnKRRAS  the  persons  hereinafter  luimed  have,   by   I'^^^ition,  N..iure  nmi^^ 
set   f'ortli    that  it   is   dosii-able    that    tlioy,    together   with    such  Sd.'ifty. 
other  persons   as   may   lie    hereafter   assoeiated  witli  tliem    be 
incorporated   into  a  soeiety,  by  the   name   of  "The   Canadian  Nnmeof  the 
Society  of  Civil    Engineers,"    having    for    its    objects   and    pur-''"'"' 
poses   to   facilitate   the   acquirement  and    interchange    of   i)ro- 
fossional  knowledge   among    its   Members,   and    more    particu- 
larly to  promote  the  acquisition  of  that  species  of  knowledge 
which   has   special    reference   to   the   profession   of  civil   engi- 
neering,  and   further  to  encourage  investigation  in  connection 
with   all    bi-anches    and   departments    of  knowledge    coniected 
with  the  profession  ;  and  whereas  it  is  expedient   to   grant   the 
prayer   of  the  said    petitioners;     Therefore,    Her   Mjijesty,    by 
and   with    the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
C(»mmons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows; —

Collingwood  Schreiber,  Ottawa;  Percival  W.  St.  George,  .Mont- 
real;  and  Herbert  Wallis,  Montreal,  and  all  other  persons  who 
may  hereafter  be  associated  with  them,  shall  be  and  they  are 
hereby  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name 
of  "The  Canadian  Society  of  Civil  Engineers."

Ueiidquiirters.  3.  The  said  Society  shall  ho  f,n)verned  by  a  President,  Vico- 
Presidenls  and  Council,  to  be  constituted  in  such  manner  as  may 
bo  provided  by  tho  by  laws  hereafter  to  be  made,  and  the  persons 
named  in  tho  tirsl  section  shidl  constitute  such  Council,  until 
such  appointments  are  made. 

4.  A  meeting  of  the  said  Council  shall  be  held  within  six 
months  after  the  incorporation  of  tho  Society,  for  organization, 
making  bydaws,  the  election  of  otflcors,  and  the  trtmsaction  of 
any  other  business  that  may  ari>e. 

5.  The  head  office  of  tho  Society  shall  be  in  the  city  of  Mont- 
real, or  in  such  other  place  us  may  from  time  to  time  he  deter- 
mined by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Society.

NAME,    OliJECTS   AND   CONSTITDTKJN. 

1.  This  Society  Hhall  l.o  culled  "The   Canadian   Society  of  N.m;«  .'f 
(!ivii-  Enuineehis,"  and  be  deisignated  by  the  letters  "(Jiin.  Soc. 

<  ,E." 

2.  The  objects  of  tlus  Society  shall    be,  (1)  to  facilitate  thc2Sy."^ 
acquirement  and  interchanjj;e  of  professional   knowledge  among 

its  members,  and  (2)  to  encourage  original  investigation. 

8.  The  term  "Civil  Kngineor,"  as  used  in  this  Society,  shai,  V.-^fi;""""  "' 
mean  all  who  are  or  who  have  been  engaged  in  the  designing  oi  !;■>«'"«"•■'• 
constructing  of  railways,  canals,  harbf>urs,  lighthouses,  1. 1  Iges, 
roads,  river  improve  nents,  and  other  hydraulic  work;,  sanitary, 
electrical,  mining,  mechanical  or  military  works,  in  the  study 
and  prac:  T  of  navigation  by  water  or  air,  or  ir.  the  directing  of 
the  great  sources  of  power  in  nature  for  the  use  and  convenience 
of  man. 

4.  The  Corporate  Society  shall  consist  of  all  those  persons  who  to^)^^ition  of 
had  been  admitted  pi'cvioas   lo  its   incorporation,  together  with 

all  those  who  may  be  admitteil  thereafter.  They  shall  be  classi- 
tied  as  Honorary  Members,  Mcmbcis  Associate  Members  As- 
sociates and  Students.  Honorary  Members  shall  not  be  subject 
to  fees  or  dues,  and  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote.  Associates  and 
Students  shall  possess  all  the  rights  and  piivileges  of  Members 
and  Associate  Member?,  except  the  right  to  vote  or  to  hold  any 
office  but  that  of  Librarian. 

5.  Any  Honorary  Member,   Member,  Associate  Member,  As- Titiesof  Mem- 
sociate   or   Student,   having   occasion    to  designate   himself  as 
belonging  to  the  Society,  shall  state  the  class  to  which  he  be- 
longs, according  to  the  following  abbreviated  forms  : — Hon.M.

Vico-Prcsidcnts,     'I'roasuier,     Sociotuiy.    Jiil.iiiiiaii,    Jlononiiy 
C\)iincillors  and  tiltcen  Councillors,  of  whom  not  more  than  tlireo 
&'&      "'''y  ^'^'  Associate  Memi.ors.       At  the  Annual   General  Meetin- 
a  Nominatini,'  (^om.uiltcc  shall  he  appointed,  composed  of  five 
niemhers.  and  of  four  Past  Presidents  (or  such  smaller   numhers 
as  there   may  he),  whose  duty  it  shall   he  to  select  the  names  of 
Nueh   memhei's  as  in  its  opinion  are  ([ualilied  to  till  the  ollices  of 
IVesident,  Vice-Presidents,   Treasurer,  Secretary,  Lihrarian,  and 
Meml)ers  of  Council.  Ibr  the  ensuin-  year,  and  who  shall  siir„ify 
to  tl;c  Committee  their  willingness   to  accept  their  several  nomi- 
nations.

Society. 

10.  The  TreasuiH'r  shall  have  chari^^c  of  tho  funds  of  tho  Society,  .y'^^i^'i'^^^''^. 
an.l  shall  receive  all  money,  pay  all  accounts  and  orders  approved 

of  by  the  I'resiilenl.  or  by  the  ('hairman  of  the  Finance  or  of  the 
Library  (\)mmittees.  lie  shall  also  .leposil  and  invest  the  funds 
of  theSocicly  in  its  name,  and  always  with  the  approval  of  the 
Council.  .\il  accounts  excecdiii!.;- 81(1  shall  be  paid  in  chccjues, 
whith  shall  be  sijrncd  by  the  Tieasurcr  and  coiintersiu;netl  by  one 
member  of  the  Finance  Committee.

1L>.  There  shall  be  a  ("ouucil  coiisi>ting  of  the  President,  Vice-^,^___^^^_^.^.^  _^ 
Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer.  Honorary  Councillois  'i'''' i',;;;!,)*;-';''''"'' 
Councillors,  and  of  this  Council  five  shall  constitute  aciuorum. 
Tho  duties  of  the  Council  shall  be-to  have  a  general  supervision 
of  tlu'  alVairs  of  the  Society,  to  j.repare  by-laws,  to  approve  and 
classify  candidates  before  submitting  their  mimes  to  ballot,  to  till 
up  vacancies  as  they  occur  amongst  its  Members,  to  ajiply  the 
funds  in  the  treasury,  to  lecommend  the  amount  of  appropria- 
tions for  si)ecilic  purposes,  and  to  present  a  report  at  the  .\nnual 
Meeting  (m  the  alVairs  of  the  Society,  embracing  the  repoi't  of  tho 
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Treasurer.  In  no  case  shall  the  Council  incur  any  expenditure 
for  salaried  officei-s  or  for  extrordinary  purposes,  unless  previous- 
ly authorized  to  do  so  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  or  at  a  Special 
(ieneral  Meeting. 

The  Council  shall  meet  as  often  as  the  business  of  the  Society 
may  require.

mirtecs."^""'-  ^"^^  «hall  appoi.it  1st,  a  standing  committee  of  five  on  Finance! 
which  will  have  supervision  of  the  accounts  of  the  Society,  shall 
audit  the  books  of  the  Treasurer,  and  shall  certify  to  his  annual 
repoi't;  2nd,  a  Library  committee  of  five,  which  shall  have 
supervision  of  the  rooms,  and  Library  of  the  Society,  and  shall 
apply  to  the  purchase  of  books  or  other  articles  of  permanent 
value  to  the  Society  such  sums  as  may  be  granted  for  that 
purpose. 

QUALIFICATIONS   FOR   ELECTION. 

U.  Honorary  Members  shall  bo  distinguished  men,  who  by 
virtue  of  their  j,osition,  may  be  able  to  further  the  objects  of  the 
Society,  or  who  may  be  eminent  in  engineering  or  kindred 
sciences,  but  who  are  not  engaged  in  the  practice  of  engineering 
in  Canada.  " 

?iem£!"'''^''  15-  ''^'«''y  candidate  for  election  as  Member  must  be  at 
least  twenty-five  years  of  age,  and  must  have  been  engac^ed 
111  some  branch  of  engineering  for  at  least  ten  years,  which 
period  may  include  apprenticeship,  or  pupilage  in  a  qualified 
engineer's  office,  or  a  term  of  instruction  in  some  school  of 
engineering  recognized  by  the  Council.  The  term  of  ten 
years  will  be  reduced  to  eight  years  in  the  ca.se  of  any  can- 
didate who  has  g.^aduated  with  honours  in  his  engineerin-^ 
course.  In  every  case  the  candidate  must  have  have  had  respo.?- 
s.ble  charge  of  work  as  a  Resident  or  Superintending  En-i- 
ueer,  or  must  have  held  a  position  of  equivalent  professional 
responsibil.ty,foratlea.st  five  years;  and  this  not  merely  as 
a  skilled  workman,  but  as  an  engineer  qualified  to  design  and 
direct  engineering  works.

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school  of  engineering  recognized  by  the  Council.  In  every  case 
the  candidate  must  have  held  a  jiosition  of  professional  respon- 
sibility for  at  least  two  years. 

17.  Every  candidate  for  ele.-tion  as  Associate  shall  be  one  who  Q^aUficaUon  of 
is  not  a  Civil  Engineer  by  pi-ofession,  but  whose  pursuits,  scien- 
tific ac(iuirements  or  practical    experience   qualify    him   to   co- 
operate  with    Engineers    in    the   advaticcment    of    professional 
knowledge. 

18.  Kvery  candidate  for  election  as  student  must  be  at  least  Q''j;jificati'  = 
sixteen  years  of  age,  and  mu^l  prc.-ent  a  certificate  of  having 
successfully  passed  an  oxaminaiion,  equivalent  to  the  final 
examination  of  a  High  School,  or  to  the  matriculation  examina- 
tion of  an  Arts  oi-  Seience  course,  and  must  l)e  pursuing  a 
recognized  course  of  instruction  in  some  branch  of  engineering, 

or  be  receiving  a  practical  (raining  in  the  profession.     lie  shall 
not  remain  in  the  class  of  Students  moi'c  than  nine  years. 


MANNER   OK    ELECTION. 

19.  Ilonoi-ary  Members   must   be  nominated  by  a  unanimous .Mode.of^^^ 
vote  of  the  Council,  one  month's  m.tice  bavin-  been  given  to  theH..nomry 
Members  of  the  said   Council  of  the  names  of  the  nominees,  and 

of  the  meeting  at  which  it  is  proposed  to  make  the  nomination. 
The  election  of  Honorary  .Members  shall  be  by  vote  of  the 
Members  of  the  Society,  given  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the 
election  of  Members.  The  number  of  Ilonorury  Members  shall 
not,  at  any  one  time,  exceed  twenty. 

20.  The  Secretary  shall  notify  by  letter  the  Honorary  Member 
of  his  election,  and  shall  request  him  to  notify  the  Society  of  his 
acceptance  of  the  same  within  six  months  Without  such  accept- 
ance his  election  will  be  cancelled. 

21.  Pnqiosals    f.)r    admission    to    the    Society    as     Member,  Mode  of  ^^^^ 
Associate  Member  or  Associate  (Form  A  in  the  Appendix),    o»* Ijro'"';!^;';^" 
for  transfer  from  one  class  to  a  higher  (Form  B  in  the  Appendix),  '=i"'^««^- 
shall  be  endorsed  by  at  least  five  members,  who  shall  certify  that 

they  personally  know  the  candidate,  and  that  he  is  worthy  of 
acceptance  or  promotion.  The  proposal  shall  contain  a  state- 
ment, over  the  candidate's  signature,  of  his  age,  residence,  and 
the  nature  and  term  of  his  professional  service,  al.so  an  agree- 
ment to  confoi'm  to  the  regulations  of  the  Society  if  elected  or 
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piomoted.  Thiw  statement  shall  not  be  required  from  Associates. 
The  proposals  for  Students  shall  be  signed  by  the  applicant,  and 
indorsed  by  one  member. 

In  the  elections  for  any  class  or  for  promotion,  Members  shall 
vote  by  letter  ballot  in  the  usual  way,  and  such  ballot  shall  be 
taken  at  the  first  ordinary  meeting,  held  after  the  lapse  of  at 
least  twenty-five  days  from  the  date  of  mailing  the  notification. 
Ten  negative  votes  shall  exclude  a  candidate.  In  such  case  of 
non-election,  no  record  of  the  transaction  shall  be  kept. 

22.  On  the  election  of  a  candidate,  he  shall  be  immediately 
notified  by  the  Secretary  (Form  C  in  the  Appendix).  On 
receipt  of  the  notification  he  must  subscribe  to  the  Constitution 
and  By-Liiws  (in  the  terms  set  forth  in  Form  D  in  the  appendix), 
and  pay  to  the  Treasurer  the  regular  fees  (see  Ai'ticle  24)  before 
he  can  be  entitled  to  receive  his  certificate  of  membership.  If 
this  be  not  done  within  si-:  months  from  the  date  of  the  notifi- 
cation of  the  election,  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  member.  Member- 
ship shall  date  from  the  day  of  election. 
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DUES. 

23.  Members,  Associate  Members,  Associates  and  Students  who 
reside  within  50  miles  ofheadquarters  shall  be  deemed  resident ; 
those  who  reside  within  the  limit  of  fifty  miles  shall  be  deemed 
non-rosidcnt. 

24.  Eacli  resident  Member  shall  pay  $10.00.  and  each  non-resi- 
dent Member  6^.00,  per  annum.  Each  resident  Associate 
Member  shall  pay  $S.00,and  each  non-resident  Associate  Member 
$6.00  per  annum.  Eucli  Associate  shall  pay  $10.00  per  annum. 
Eacli  Student  shall  pay  $2.00  per  annum. 

25.  Every  person  admitted  to  the  Society  shall  be  liable  for  all 
dues,  until  he  shall  have  signified  to  the  Secretary,  in  writing,  his 
desire  to  withdraw,  when,  if  his  dues  have  been  fully  paid  up',  his 
name  will  be  erased  from  the  list  of  membership. 

26  Xo  person  in  arrears  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  until  all  such 
arreai-s  are  paitl  :  and  any  person  admitted  into  the  Society,  who 
sIkiII  i-efuse  to  pay  any  dues,  or  who  shall  neglect  the  same  for 
si.\  months,  after  the  notice  thereof  shall  have  been  issued  (Form 
C  in  the  Appendix),  may,  by  a  vote  of  the  Council,  be  struck 
off  from  the  roll  of  membership.

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All  annual  subscriptions  shall  become  due  on  the  first  day  Am»;;;'j«f,« 


ofJanuai-v  in  each  year,  for  the  year  then  commencing,  and 
must  be  p"^aid  befoi  e  the  1st  of  April  of  thai  year.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  th«j  Secretary  to  notify  each  Member  oi  the  amount  due 
for  the  ensuing  year,  at  the  time  of  giving  notice  of  the  Annual 
Meeting. 

28.  The  amount  of  the  annual  dues,  to  be  paid  for  the  support  ChanKc  in, 
of  the  Society,  may  be  changed  from  time  to  time  at  the  Annual  annual  foe. 
(ieneral  Meeting  of  the  Society,  piovidc<l  that  notice  of  intoudcd 
action  thereon  shall  have  been  given  to  the  Members,  two  months 
previously  by  circular.     No  alteration  in  the  amount  of  said  fees 
shall   apply  to  the  fiscal  year  during  which  it  is  made,  but  shall 
take  elVect  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  January  next  succeeding 
the  date  of  such  alteration.      Those  who  become  resident  or  non- 
resident by  removal  of  residence  shall  be  subject  to  the  dues  of 
the  class  to  which  they  belong  at  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting, 
as  may  be  shewn  by  the  records  of  the  Society,  or  by  a  written 
notice  to  the  Secretary. 

2!».  The  Council  may  for  sunident  cause,  exempt  from  P'O'- J-j^^^/'l^illent 
ment  of  annual  dues  any  Member  distinguished  in  his  profes-"' '^^■^■ 
sional  career,  who,  from  ill  health,  advanced  age,  or  from  oilier 
good  reason  assigned,  does  not  continue  to  carry  on  a  luciative 
practice,  and  is  unable  to  pay  such  dues.  The  Council  may  re- 
mit the  whole  oi-  part  of  any  arrears,  or  accept,  in  lieu  thereof, 
desirable  additions  to  the  Library  and  Museum. 

EXPULSION. 

30.  Upon  the  request  often  or  more  .Members,  that,  for  lauses  Exi.ui>ion. 
specified,  a  pci'son   belonging  to  the  Society  should  be  expelled, 
the  Council  shall   consider  the  matter,  and   if  there  should  bo 
sutficient  reason,  shall  advise  the  accused  that  his  resignation 
will  be  accepted.      lie  may,  upon  demand,  receive  a  copy  of  the 
charges  against  him,  and  present  a  written  defence.    Two  months 
after  such  action  on  his  part,  the  Council  shall  finally  consider 
the  case,  and,  if  resignation  has  not  been  tendered,  or  a  satisfac- 
tory defence  made,  will  then  notify  the  Membei-  that  be  will  be 
expelled  in  ono  month,  unless  he  elects  to  appeal  from  this  de- 
cision.     Appeals  shall  bo  voted    on  by   the    Society  by  letter 
ballot,  and  the  Council  shall   notify  the  accused  and  the  Society 
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of  tlio  rosiilt.  Ill  cuso  IK)  appeal  i.^  iiuidc.  tlie  Counoil  shall  oxpel 
the  accused,  and  notify  iiini  and  tiie  Society  of  the  same,  and 
fsuch  notitication  sliull  in  any  event  be  the  only  notice,  public  oi- 
private,  taken  of  the  matter. 
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BRANCHES. 

31.  A  local  Hianch  of  the  Society  may  l»e  established 
under  the  authority  of  the  Council,  at  the  request  of  not 
fewer  than  ten  Members,  who  are  desirous  of  Ibrmiiii^  them- 
selves into  such  local  Branch,  in  any  place  not  less  than  one 
hundred  miles  diatant  from  llie  heailquarters  of  the  Society,  or 
from  any  existin<;  hianch.  Tiie  establishment  of  a  Branch  shall 
not  i-elease  JMembei's  from  an}-  of  their  obligal  ions  to  the  Societ}', 
whether  as  reL'^ai'ds  fees  oi-  membership  in  any  class. 

32.  Local  Branches,  although  formed  strictly  of  Members  of  the 
Society,  may  be  distinguished  by  the  name  of  their  locality,  as, 

for  example,  •' The Branch  of  the  Canadian   Society  of 

Civil  Engineers." 

33.  The  oflScei's  of  local  Branches  shall  be  a  Chairman  and 
Secretary-Treasurer,  \vhi>  shall  be  elected  by  the  members  of  the 
Branch. 

34.  All  classes  of  Members  of  Local  Brunches  must  be  elected 
by  the  Society  in  the  usual  way,  ai.d  shall  eiijoy  the  privileges, 
and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  conditions  of  resident  or  non-resi- 
dent Members  of  the  Society  in  their  I'cspectivc  class'is  (see 
clauses  14  to  18),  and  in  no  case  shall  their  numl»ers  ho  added  to 
locally  or  otherwise  than  in  the  regularly  prescribed  way. 

.35.  Memborsof  a  local  Branch  shall  pay  to  the  Society  the 
fees  of  a  resident  Member  of  the  Society,  and  the  Society  shall 
remit  to  the  Branch,  on  application  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer, 
the  dirt'erence  between  a  resident  and  non-resident's  i'acf^.  The 
.Society  shall  not  be  liable  for  an}- expenses  ineuri'cd  by  a  Branch. 

36.  The  I'egular  meetings  in  all  Branches  shall  be  held  on  the 
same  ilatc  as  the  corresponding  meetings  of  the  Society  at  head- 
quarters. 

37.  In  by-laws,  rules  of  order,  etc.,  and  in  particulars  not 
specially  referred  to,  the  Bi'anches  shall  conform  to  the  methods 
and  rules  adopted  by  the  Society.

AMENDMENTS   TO    BY-LAWS. 

-  41.  Xew  by-laws  oj-  alteration  or  repeal  of  existing  by-laws 
may  be  made  in  the  following  manner  :—NotiHcation  of  proposed 
new  by-laws  or  alteration  shall  be  given  to  the  Council,  signed 
by  at  least  ten  Members,  or  Associate  Membei-s,  not  later  than 
three  montlis  before  the  date  of  the  Annual  Meetin.^ 

The  Council  shall  is^uft  notice  of  the  proposition,  specifying 
the  particulai-  new  by-laws  oi- alteration  or  repeal  of  any  existing 
by-law.  which  may  be  lluis  recommended,  and  submit  the  same 
to  vote  by  letter  ballot,  not  less  than  two-months  before  the 
Annual  Meeting,  the  ballot  to  be  taken  on  or  befoi-e  the  date  of 
the  Annual  Meeting,  and  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  votes 
cast  shall  be  required  to  effect  any  change.  The  Council  may 
also  propose  new  by-laws,  or  alterations,  or  repeal  of  existing  by- 
laws, and  may  submit  the  same  to  vote  by  letter  ballot  as  above.
